HOSTAGES 388 DATS 







November 4, 1979, will always be 
remembered as a dark day in 
American history. On this dismal 
day, Iranian militants stormed the 
American Embassy in Tehran and 
seized the occupants as hostages. 
They were protesting the way 
America had helped the disposed 
Shah of Iran when he was in power. 

The situation seemed to brighten 
as some of the women and black 
Americans were freed. Then on 
April 5, 1980, eight U.S. comman- 
does were killed when a mechanical 
misfunction ruined a daring mission 
to free the hostages. This scared the 
Iranian militants and the hostages 
were split up and distributed to dif- 
ferent places throughout the coun- 
try of Iran. 

This report was written on No- 
vember 27, 1980, day 388 for the 
American hostages. The Shah is 
dead now, but the possibility of the 
hostage's safe return looks as bleak 
as it did on day 1.

The 1981 girls' track squad accomplished 
something this past season that has not 
been seen by a J. H.S. girls athletic unit for a 
number of years, a winning season. 

The first night of practice, the team set 
some goals that they thought they could 
reach. All but one of those goals was met by 
a very determined group of girls. 

The first of those goals was to win every 
meet. This was easily achieved, by a team 
that had all letter-winners returning with 
the addition of much-needed runners in 
the underclasses. The team scored a total of 
1099.5 points in ten invitational meets.

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January 20, 1981, will always be remembered as 
the Presidential Inauguration of Ronald Reagan. 
But it will also be remembered as the 444th and last 
day of the long and brutal seizure of fifty-two 
American hostages by Iranian militants. 

The freed Americans left Iran just minutes after 
President Reagan's Inaugural Speech. Walking a 
guantlet through a human corridor, receiving ver- 
bal and physical abuse, they boarded a plan. 

Most of the released Americans appeared 
healthy and happy as they were flown from Tehran 
to Athens, then to Algiers and to a recuperation 
center in Wiesbaden, West Germany, before re- 
turning to the U.S. But it soon became apparent 
that shaking off more than fourteen months of cap- 
tivity would take considerable time. Some of the 
returnees were depressed and expressed feelings of 
guilt. Others had trouble sleeping or were haunted 
by flashbacks in which they relived their exper- 
iences - all symptoms of what doctors termed 
"post-traumatic stress syndrome". 

Tales of suffering and terror far worse than we 
had ever dreamed began hitting the headlines. 
Iranian guards forced two women to play Russian 
roulette with a loaded pistol held at their heads. 
They lined some captives against walls in front of 
mock firing squads. A hostage was told-falsely-that 
his mother was dead. One was kept in solitary con- 
finement for nine months. Another was held for six 
months in a cell where centipedes crawled across 
his face. And the list goes on. 

The hostages were safe, but the Iranian ordeal 
wasn't over. President Reagan had to decide what 
should be done to prevent future problems with 
Iran. Though the problems weren't over, a sigh of 
relief was released as the nation welcomed the hos- 
tages home.

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I was in Current Topics at about 
2:30 Iowa time on March 30, 1981. 
Robin Stewart came to class talking 
about the shooting of President 
Reagan. The President was shot 
around 2:30 P.M. by John W. 
Hinckley, Jr. on March 30, 1981. 

Six shots were fired at Reagan as 
he was leaving the Washington Hil- 
ton Hotel. One bullet pierced the 
President's left chest below the 
armpit and collapsed his left lung. 

Also hit in the attack were Press 
Secretary James Brady, Secret Ser- 
vice Agent Timothy McCarthy, and 
Washington policeman Thomas K. 
Delahanty. Brady was expected to 
have brain damage, but the other 
three were recovering well. 

I was also in Current Topics on 
Wednesday, May 13, 1981, when 
Robin told us the Pope had been 
shot. 

Pope John Paul II was shot three 
times as he was riding in a jeep into 
St. Peter's Square. 

The obvious assailant was Meh- 
met Ali Agca, an escaped Turkish 
terrorist. Also wounded in the 
shooting were two women. All 
seemed to be recovering well. 
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MOUNT ST. HELENS With a blast 
comparable to the largest H-Bomb ever 
tested. Mount St. Helens erupted on 
May 18. Despite all the warnings, 32 



people died and a paralyzing blanket of 
gray soot dropped over cities, farms 
and highways as far east as Montana. 




THIRD CANDIDATE - Although John
